Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1967.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector's  report  is  included  (coloured  sheets). 

Comparison  with  1966  can  be  made  by  referring  to  pages  5,  6,  7 
and  8.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the 
total  number  of  births  - by  56,  which  is  one-fifth  less  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  considerable  reduction  undoubtedly  reflects  the 
wider  availability  of  contraceptives,  both  from  family  doctors  and 
from  the  Family  Planning  Clinics.  Unfortunately,  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  increased  by  fifty  per  cent  (from  14  to  21)  during  the  same 
period,  and,  although  the  resultant  percentage  (8.5%)  of  illegitimate 
births  is  below  that  of  some  other  areas,  this  rate  of  increase  is 
significant . 

Total  deaths  fell  by  47,  from  341  to  294,  and  this  reduction  may 
well  have  been  directly  related  to  the  relative  mildness  of  the  winter. 

The  increasing  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  the  community,  combined 
with  the  rarity  of  central  heating,  makes  the  death  rate  very  sensitive 
to  climatic  changes.  It  is  therefore  gratifying  that  your  Housing 
Committee  are  now  incorporating  central  heating  as  a standard  specification 
in  all  present  and  future  building  projects. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  the 
W.R.V.S.  for  the  splendid  Meals  on  Wheels  service  which  they  provide, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  service  will  continue  to  expand  both  in 
numbers  and  in  daily  frequency.

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SECTION  I 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  City  is  chiefly  a residential  and  administrative  centre  with 
outlying  agricultural  parts.  It  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  Chichester 
Rural  District,  in  the  coastal  plain  of  West  Sussex,  between  the  South 
Downs  and  the  sea,  which  is  some  7 miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City. 

Industries  are  varied  in  nature  and  not  concentrated  in  any  one 
sector,  apart  from  the  Industrial  Estate  being  developed  by  the  Council 
to  the  south  of  the  Portsmouth-Brighton  railway  line.  There  are  no 
large  industries  which  might  have  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of 
the  City  inhabitants.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  all  of  the  infantile  deaths 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life?  this  compares  with  3 such 
deaths  in  1966.  All  ®f  these  deaths  took  place,  in  fact,  within  the  first 
7 days  of  life. 


Cancer 

This  classification  includes  all  deaths  registered  as  being  due  to 
cancer,  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms,  ephithelioma,  sarcoma,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  during  1967  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  was  51  a decrease  of  6 compared  with  1966. 

The  death  rate  from  this  cause  per  1,000  population  was  2,5  (2.8  in 
1966)  which  compares  with  a rate  (provisional)  of  2.3  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1967.

SECTION  II 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Routine  enquiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  are  made  immediately 
on  receipt  of  a notification  of  infectious  disease  and  advice  given  to 
parents  as  to  home  nursing,  exclusion  from  school,  etc.  Where  desired 
disinfection  is  carried  out,  either  terminally  or  on  removal  of  the  patient 
to  hospital. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Generally 
oral  vaccine  continued  to  be  used. 

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  last 
notification  being  in  1954  (the  only  confirmed  case  in  the  past  20  years). 

IMMUNISATION 


The  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  local  health  authority,  is 
responsible  for  immunisation  programmes,  and  with  new  procedures  and 
immunisation  techniques  (and  particularly  the  use  of  a computer  for  routine 
organisational  and  statistical  purposes),  every  encouragement  and  assistance 
is  given  to  parents  to  ensure  that  children  receive  combined  protection 
against  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases.  Triple  antigen  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  simplified  the 
immunisation  programme.  Details  of  the  numbers  of  children  under  16 
immunised  during  the  year  are  given  below.

(and  industrial  groups)  as  possible  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity 
for  a chest  X-ray  with  the  minimum  of  delay  and  inconvenience. 

Details  of  the  result  of  the  survey  are  set  out  below,  together  with 
similar  information  relating  to  the  weekly  half-hour  visits  throughout 
the  year,  which  are  prima.ri ly  intended  to  enable  patients  referred  by  their 
own  doctor  to  have  an  X-ray  as  quickly  as  possible.

During  the  year  it  was  happily  not  found  necessary  to  have  recourse 
to  the  compulsory  powers  for  removal  to  hospital,  etc.,  of  persons  found  to 
be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  With  the  close  and  ready  co-operation  of 
the  geriatricians  and  almoners  at  hospitals,  together  with  the  health  and 
welfare  services  of  the  County  Council,  admissions  were  arranged  to  local 
hospitals  by  tactful  persuasion  in  those  difficult  cases  where  patients 
were  not  at  first  prepared  to  leave  their  homes.

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SECTION  IV 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  report  on  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  is 
supplied  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Simpson,  Engineer  to  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results. 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City  is  all  derived  from  the  chalk 
of  the  South  Downs  by  means  of  wells,  boreholes  and  adits  at  Fishbourne, 
Funtington  and  Lavant  Pumping  Stations.  The  supply  was  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

The  raw  waters  were  free  from  any  tendancy  towards  plumbo-solvent 
action.  They  underwent  continuous  purification  before  being  pumped 
either  directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the  storage 
reservoir  at  Lavant, 

At  all  three  sources  treatment  consisted  of  the  application  of 
chlorine  in  minimum  quantities  except  at  Fishbourne  where  a higher 
dose  of  chlorine  was  applied  followed  by  de-chlorination  by  sulphur 
dioxide  to  a normal  chlorine  residual. 

All  the  three  stations  supplying  the  City  are  under  automatic 
operation  with  supervisory  control. 

During  the  year  84  samples  collected  from  the  distribution  system 
within  the  City  were  examined,  together  with  176  samples  of  treated 
water  derived  from  the  same  source  but  taken  outside  the  City. 
Additionally,  73  samples  of  untreated  water  were  examined  in  the 
Company's  laboratory. 

All  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  reported  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable 
for  public  water  supply  purposes. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  supply  varied  from  220  p.p.m.  (Funtington 
source)  to  280  p.p.m.  (Fishbourne  source).  The  average  total  hardness 
of  the  City's  supply  being  250  p.p.m,  of  which  the  permanent  hardness 
was  between  30  and  50  p.p.m.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of 
main  drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water) „ 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into 
Chichester  Harbour,  are  situated  at  Appledram,  They  have  been  extensively 
enlarged  and  modernised  to  meet  the  demands  of  a developing  area. 

Cesspool  Drainage 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  City  are  on  main  drainage,  but  in  the 
unsewered  areas  there  are  approximately  180  properties  with  cesspool 
drainage.  During  the  year  536  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out  by 
the  Council,  4 free  emptyings  being  allowed  per  year  for  each  premises. 

Public  Cleansing 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly.  A weekly  domestic  collection  is  operated;  disposal  being  the 
Corporation's  controlled  tips  at  Westhampnett  Road,  where  a programme  of 
in-filling  of  disused  gravel  pits  is  underway. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily,  the  manual  orderlies  being 
supplemented  by  a mechanical  sweeper, 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES 


There  are  now  no  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City, 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY 

Increased  use  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  facilities  now  provided 
by  the  public  mortuary,  which  includes  refrigerated  storage.  An  arrangement 
is  in  operation  for  bodies  from  Chichester,  Midhurst  and  Petworth  Rural 
District  to  be  admitted,  mainly  where  post-mortem  examinations  are 
subsequently  carried  out.  The  following  table  summarises  and  analyses 
the  admissions  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 


Inspections  of  food  premises  continued  throughout  the  year,  more 
particularly  during  the  busy  summer  months  when  food  hygiene  standards 
must  be  maintained  to  safeguard  public  health. 

The  influx  of  summer  visitors  imposes  a strain  on  the  capacity  of 
shops  and  restaurants  to  cope  and  it  is  at  such  times  that  lapses  in  hygiene 
are  most  likely. 

In  addition  to  verbal  requests,  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve 
eighteen  written  notices  drawing  attention  to  infringments  of  the  Regulations. 

Twenty-nine  complaints  regarding  food  or  food  premises  were  received 
and  dealt  with.  Thirteen  referred  to  the  following  food  complaints;  - 

Complaint  Action  taken/ remarks 

Tin  damaged.  Found  that  written  instruc- 
tions had  been  issued  some  weeks 
previously  by  the  firm  involved  to  their 
managers  for  this  particular  brand  to  be 
withdrawn  from  sale.  The  manager  in  this 
case  stated  that  he  had  not  received  the 
letter.  He  withdrew  the  remaining  half 
case  from  sale  immediately.  A letter 
was  sent  to  the  firm  as  a result  of  which 
their  Head  Office  notified  Executive 
Directors,  Area  Supervisors  and  Shop 
Managers  that  damaged  tins  must  not  be 
displayed  on  shelves  for  sale,  and 
further,  instructed  supervisors  to 
examine  all  tins  on  display  at  each  visit 
to  branches. 

Bakery  outside  City.  Manager  interviewed. 
Wire  of  a type  used  in  construction  of 
wooden  boxes.  Ingredients  all  in  sacks 
or  cardboard  boxes.  Public  Health 
Department  notified,  source  of  wire 
not  found. 

Produce  of  Holland.  Hairs  thought  to  be 
pig  bristles.  Sample  sent  to  manufacturer 
who  confirmed  pig  bristles  present.  He 
very  much  appreciated  having  the  sample 
forwarded  as  it  enabled  him  to  impress 
his  staff  that  more  vigilance  would  have 
to  be  exercised  in  their  inspections  in 
the  future. 

Close  examination  of  wrapper  revealed 
small  split.

Control  of  flying  insects 

The  electrified  insect  control  unit  is  a relatively  new  development 
and  is  proving  effective  when  placed  at  strategic  points  in  food  premises. 
It  consists  of  a black-light  lure,  an  electrified  grid  and  a collection 
tray.  The  unit  is  normally  suspended  overhead.  Insects  are  attracted  by 
the  black  light,  fly  towards  it  and  die  immediately  on  contact  with  the 
grid  and  drop  into  the  collection  tray.  The  advantages  of  this  unit  are; 
death  is  instantaneous,  no  insects  fly  away  to  expire  or  recover,  no 
release  of  chemicals  into  the  food  room,  control  is  continuous  and  no 
immunity  can  be  built  up. 


Wherever  flies  and  other  flying  insects  can  cause  contamination,  this 
newest  safeguard  will  be  welcome.

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Milk  Supply 


Licensing  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment)  Regulations p 1965 
prescribed  a new  special  designation  Ultra  Heat  Treated  (U.H.T,)  This  is 
milk  raised  to  not  less  than  270 for  at  least  one  second. 

Producers  of  Tuberculin-tested  milk  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  acting  through  the  local  Agriculture 
Executive  Committee.  There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  City.  Output 
of  milk  from  the  dairy  is  approximately  - 10,000  gallons  daily.  Skimmed 
milk  is  also  pasteurised  and  sold  for  the  manufacture  of  margarine. 

Dealers  * licenses  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  are  now  issued  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  (as  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority),  and  operate  for  a 5 year-period  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Only  a small  quantity  of  raw  milk,  i.e.  not  heat-treated,  in  this  case 
farm-bottled  tuberculin-tested  milk,  is  sold  retail  in  the  City.  West 
Sussex  has,  since  1st  October,  1957,  been  a fully-attested  area  under  the 
eradication  plan,  designed  to  eliminate  tuberculosis  from  cattle  throughout 
the  Country. 

Brucella  Abortus 

No  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  during  the  year.  All  locally 
produced  supplies  are  sent  for  pasteurisation.

Refuse  collection  from  many  premises  in  the  four  maJ.n  streets  of  the 
City  is  carried  out  at  the  kerbside  with  occupiers  responsible  for  bringing 
out  their  own  refuse.  Collection  takes  place  at  varying  hours  throughout 
the  day  from  a miscellany  of  containers.  It  is  not  a pleasant  sight  to 
see  shoppers  picking  their  way  through  these  collections  of  hetrogeneous 
receptacles.  Complaints  are  made  to  this  department,  from  time  to  time, 
by  both  public  and  traders,  especially  since  collection  times  have  been 
extended  into  busier  shopping  periods. 

It  is  undoubtedly  bad  hygienic  practice  to  tip  refuse  from  bins  into 
vehicles,  unless  they  are  dustless  loaders,  and  becomes  doubly  objection- 
able when  it  takes  place  in  the  main  streets  outside  windows  of  shops 
where  open  food  may  be  on  display. 

A number  of  traders,  as  mentioned  in  earlier  annual  reports,  have 
been  persuaded  to  instal  a system  using  disposable  paper  sacks.  What  is 
now  needed  is  for  the  Council  to  institute,  as  a matter  oi  urgency,  either 
dust less  loading  or  a system  using  disposable  paper  sacks, 

Quick-Frozen  Foods 


Mention  was  made  in  the  1963  report  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
frozen  food  cabinets  in  shops.  This  trend  has  continued  and  there  are 
now  very  few  food  shops  not  having  these  products  on  sale. 

The  date  stamping  of  food 

The  question  arises  from  time  to  time  whether  universal  date  stamp- 
ing of  perishable  foods  can  be  achieved,  showing  the  latest  day  on  which 
they  would  normally  be  fit  to  eat. 

The  views  of  the  Association  of  Publi<!;  Health  Inspectors  are  briefly;  - 

This  is  practicable  in  the  case  of  vacuum-packed  bacon  and  cooked 
meats  where  the  date  given  is  selected  with  an  adequate  margin  to 
cover  varying  temperatures  in  different  display  conditions.  It  is 
important  that  an  expiry  date  is  printed  on  these  products  because 
normally  their  appearance  does  not  change  when  they  begin  to  deteriorate 
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The  date  stamping  of  food  (continued) 


With  sausages  and  meat  pieS;,  etc.,  the  storage  conditions  vary  in 
retail  shops  and  an  expiry  date  would  not,  therefore,  be  practicable. 

Date  coding  also  presents  problems  where  for  example  highly 
perishable  products  are  delivered  daily  with  a three  day  expiry 
period,  packs  with  three  different  dates  would  be  on  display  at 
the  same  time.  The  shopper  always  picks  the  goods  with  the  latest 
date  on  them  and  this  would  completely  reverse  the  retailer’s  stock 
rotation.  In  self-service  shops  it  is  necessary  to  offer  a continu- 
ous display  of  products  and  so  it  is  not  possible  to  sell  out  one 
day's  delivery  before  the  next  one  is  put  on  display. 

The  problem  of  date  stamping  has  been  looked  at  by  various  bodies 
and  they  have  all  agreed  that  it  is  not  practicable.  These  bodies 
include  the  Food  Standards  Committee  (Report  on  Food  Labelling, 
published  by  „0„  ) , the  Consumer  Association  (Which,  September,  1964  ) 5 

Food  Manufacturers'  Federation. 

An  alternative  to  date  stamping  is  a coding  system  by  the  manufacturers 
to  indicate  the  date  of  production  and  many  manufacturers  adopt  this 
practice.  The  retailer  is  also  encouraged  to  adopt  his  own  coding 
system  to  ensure  proper  stock  rotation.  Both  these  codes  are  unknown 
to  the  customer. 

Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  No.  7 (issued  1967) 


Hygiene  in  the  operation  of  coin-operated  vending  machines 


The  code  has  no  statutory  force,  its  aim  is  to  give  advice  and  guidance 
for  improving  conditions  and  methods  of  food  handling.  Automatic  vending 
machines  have  grown  in  number  and  correct  temperatures  for  food  storage 
and  the  maintenance  of  clean  conditions  and  proper  servicing  are  necessary. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1966 

Came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1967.  The  principal  require- 
ments of  these  Regulations  relate  to; - 

(i)  the  cleanliness  of  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  used  in 
any  food  business  and  the  equipment  used  therein; 

(ii)  the  hygienic  handling  of  food; 

(iii)  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  of  their  clothing  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where  they 
suffer  from  or  are  the  carriers  of  certain  infections  liable 
to  cause  food  poisoning; 

(iv)  the  temperatures  at  which  certain  foods  particularly  liable 
to  transmit  disease  are  to  be  kept  at  markets  and  stalls; 

(v)  the  provision  of  water  supply  and  washing  facilities; 

(vi)  the  granting  by  local  authorities  of  certificates  of 

exemption  from  certain  of  the  requirements,  with  a right 
of  appeal  to  a magistrates'  court  against  the  refusal  or 
withdrawal  of  a certificate; 

(vii)  the  proper  disposal  of  waste  material. 

Hospital  F.pod  Hygiene 

Following  inspections,  certain  recommendations  were  made  concerning 
improvements  to  existing  arrangements.

SLAUGHTERHOUSE  HYGIENE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963.  The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 

1958.  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960. 

Slaughtering  continued  on  an  increased  scale  throughout  the  year. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  and  stamped  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  and,  as  far  as  possible,  ante-mortem  inspection  was  arranged, 
particularly  with  animals  sent  in  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Meat  inspection  charges  continued  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  per  bovine 
animal,  9d.  per  calf  or  pig  and  6d.  per  sheep  or  goat  for  Saturdays, 

Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays,  whilst  the  charges  for  week-day  inspections 
were  2s.  Od.,  6d.  and  4d. , respectively. 

Payments  made  to  the  Council  for  the  year  amounted  to  £1,094.  3s.  8d. 

No  generalised  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found  during  the  year. 
Fourteen  localised  cases  were  detected  and  carcases  and  offals  refrigerated 
and  cleared  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  No  tenderising  injections 
are  given  to  animals  before  slaughter.  No  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis 
were  found. 

Salmonellae  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth  carried  out 
an  investigation  into  the  incidence  of  salmonellae  infections  in  the  area. 
This  department  co-operated  in  the  work  carried  out  at  the  local  slaughter- 
house. Of  81  sewer  swabs  submitted  for  examination,  10  gave  positive 
results.  12  salmonellae  were  isolated,  5 being  salmonellae  typhi-murium 
phage  types  U163(3),  la  and  U71,  and  the  remaining  7 were  salmonellae  panama. 

Food  Poisoning 


In  October,  following  a cold  buffet  reception  held  in  a neighbouring 
authority's  area,  a number  of  guests  complained  of  feeling  ill.  Upon 
investigation  three  different  types  of  salmonellae  were  recovered  from 
the  patients  and  the  same  types  were  subsequently  isolated  from  the 
remains  of  a stuffed  turkey. 

This  had  been  a deep-frozen  bird  and  further  isolations  of  similar 
salmonellae  took  place  when  other  turkeys  from  cold  store  were  examined. 

225  of  these  were  in  cold  store  in  the  City  awaiting  the  Christmas  trade. 

Following  discussions  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  the 
smaller  birds  were  released  for  domestic  sale.  In  each  carton  a notice  was 
inserted  which  stated  Frozen  turkeys  should  be  defrosted  for  48  hours 
immediately  prior  to  cooking.  To  ensure  even  penetration  of  cooking  heat, 
it  is  preferable  to  cook  turkeys  unstuffed  . The  larger  birds  were  gradu- 
ally released  to  institutions  where  cooking  was  supervised  by  qualified 
catering  staff. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  temperature  of  the  stuffing  in 
poultry  may  not  reach  a sufficient  temperature  to  kill  any  salmonellae 
that  may  be  present. 

No  further  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  arose  from  the  birds  released 
from  the  cold  store  in  the  City. 

IT  CANNOT  HOWEVER  BE  TOO  STRONGLY  EMPHASISED  THAT  FROZEN  POULTRY  MUST 
BE  THOROUGHLY  THAWED  PRIOR  TO  BEING  PLACED  IN  THE  OVEN  TO  ENSURE  ADEQUATE 
TEMPERATURES  BEING  REACHED.  THE  STUFFING  SHOULD  BE  COOKED  IN  A 
SEPARATE  CONTAINER. 
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The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  (Amend ement)  Regulations,  1966 


These^operative  from  1st  February,  1967,  prohibit  the  keeping  of 
animals  in  lairages  for  a period  exceeding  72  hours  before  slaughter, 
except  in  special  circumstances  on  the  consent  of  an  authorised  officer^ 
and  are  intended  to  reduce  the  risk  of  cross-infection  of  salmonellae 
and  other  infections  in  animals  destined  for  slaughter. 

The  same  regulations  also  prohibit  the  use  of  wiping  cloths  for  the 
purpose  of  wiping  down  any  carcase  or  offal: - 

Provided  that  until  1st  November,  1968,  the  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  any  wiping  cloth  which  - 

(a)  is  freshly  sterilised  by  boiling  before  use,  and 

(b)  Ip  used  once  only  upon  a single  carcase  and  its 

associated  offal  before  resterilisation. 

This  legislation,  long  overdue,  will  also  reduce  the  risk  of  cross- 
infection in  the  slaughterhouse.  The  wiping  cloth  must  be  replaced  by 
water  sprays  to  cleanse  the  carcases. 

Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966 

Control  of  hours  of  Slaughter 

The  following  recommended  days  and  hours  of  slaughter  were  agreed 
after  consultation  with  the  owners  of  the  local  slaughterhouse: 

Throughout  the  year 

Monday  to  Thursday  7 a.m.  to  5.30  p.m„ 

Friday  and  Saturday  5 a.m.  to  2,30  p.m. 

Between  1st  April  and  31st  October 

Sunday  5 a.m.  to  2.00  p.m, 

(With  an  additional  Sunday  in  December  if  required  to  cover 
Christmas  trade). 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  September,  1966,  and 
have  been  substantially  adhered  to. 

If  and  when  the  proposed  new  slaughterhouse  is  built  with  satisfactory 
refrigeration  facilities,  it  is  envisaged  that  weekend  slaughtering  will 
cease. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

10  licences  (expiring  on  30th  September,  1968)  were  granted  to 
slaughtermen. 

Unsound  meat 

Meat  and  offals  found  to  be  unfit  for  food,  together  with  by-products 
are  disposed  of  as  follows: - 

(a)  Glands  (Thyroids),  unsold  lungs,  vels  (calf  stomachs),  condemned 
livers,  pigs  maws  (stomachs),  unsold  spleens,  are  collected  for 
pharmaceutical  products  and  dog  foods. 

(b)  Bones,  livers  unsuitable  for  mink  breeders,  intestines,  stomachs, 
feet,  unsold  heads,  fat,  horns  and  condemned  meat  are  sent  for 
processing  into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers. 

(c)  Mink  farms  collect  livers  and  tripes  for  feeding  purposes. 

(d)  Cattle  stomachs  are  used  for  manufacture  of  edible  tripe. 

(e)  Sheep  skins,  cattle  hides  and  calf  skins  go  to  leather  processors. 
Poultry  inspection

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SECTION  VII 


Noise  Abatement 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


The  annual  reports  for  1965  and  1966  contained  observations  regarding 
complaints  from  residents  adjacent  to  an  engineering  factory.  These 
complaints  have  always  been  accepted,  in  the  department,  as  fully  justi- 
fied but  to  date  the  most  that  has  been  achieved  is  a marginal  improvement 
due  to  the  replacement  of  a 1,440  r.p.m.  motor  on  the  honing  machine  by 
one  of  975  r.p.m.  Other  minor  remedial  measures,  carried  out  after  long 
delays,  have  been  of  minimal  efficacy.  The  firm  have  not  implemented  the 
recommendation  that  the  offending  machine  should  be  effectively  screened, 
against  the  transmission  of  noise,  made  by  our  noise  consultant 
Dr.  Derwent  M,  A.  Mercer,  M. A. ,Ph .D , ,A.M. I .E,E . , as  long  ago  as  1966. 

As  the  emission  of  noise  from  the  machine  is  spasmodic  it  was  decided, 
in  the  autumn  of  1967,  to  produce  a permanent  record  of  noise  levels  in  the 
location  near  the  factory  over  a continuous  period  of  several  weeks. 

Following  the  evaluation  of  this  record.  Dr.  Mercer  submitted  a comprehensive 
report  which  concluded  by  saying: - ...  it  is  clear  that  the  complaints  are 

absolutely  justified  and  there  is  every  reason  why  silencing  measures  should 
be  installed  in  the  factory  . 

Further  comment  on  this  matter  should  perhaps  be  reserved  for  a future 
report  due  to  the  possibility  that  the  matter  could  be  sub-judice  by  the 
time  of  publication. 

During  the  year  the  British  Standards  Institution  published 
B.S . 4142: 1967  entitled  "Method  of  Rating  Industrial  Noise  Affecting  Mixed 
Residential  and  Industrial  Areas".  The  recommendations  have  been  used  in 
several  cases  where  complaints  of  noise  have  been  made.  In  my  opinion 
they  are  much  too  lenient  in  their  assessment  of  noise  levels  likely  to 
provoke  complaints. 

I would  again  re-emphasise  comments  made  in  the  1965  report,  recom- 
mending that  maximum  permitted  noise  levels  should  be  attached  to  planning 
consents  where  factories  are  to  be  established  or  extended  in  or  adjacent 
to  residential  areas.  Development  should  be  refused,  in  those  cases, 
where  satisfactory  assurances  regarding  noise  levels,  insulation  of 
buildings  against  transmission  of  noise  and  proper  siting  of  machinery 
cannot  be  obtained. 

Plans 


Plans  for  new  buildings  or  improvements  and  alterations  to  existing 
ones  are  referred  to  this  department  by  the  City  Surveyor  where  they  relate 
to  food  premises,  factories  or  offices  and  shops.  Inspections  and  recom- 
mendations are  then  made  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  alterations  are 
incorporated  in  the  plans  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  The  Factories  Act,  1961  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Nine  complaints  dealt  with  were  concerned  with  burning  of  rubbish  at 
the  rear  of  garages,  burning  of  tyres,  bonfires  and  smoke  from  factory 
chimneys . 

Section  3 of  the  Act  requires  that  new  furnaces  shall  be,  so  far  as 
practicable,  smokeless  and  that  proposals  to  instal  such  furnaces  shall 
be  given  to  tfie  local  authority.  Three  such  proposals  were  received 
during  the  year. 

No  smoke  control  areas  exist  in  the  City  at  the  present  time. 
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Chimney  Heights 


A revised  edition  of  the  Memorandum  of  chimney  heights,  which  was 
published  in  1963,  was  re-issued  in  November. 

The  most  important  difference  between  the  two  documents  lies  in  the 
treatment  of  furnaces  emitting  only  small  amounts  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

In  the  1963  Memorandum,  the  minimum  chimney  height  indicated  by  Appendix  I 
is  40  feet,  and  even  quite  low  rates  of  emission  take  the  height  consider- 
ably above  that  level.  Experience  has  shown  that  these  levels  are  unduly 
onerous  having  regard  to  the  smallness  of  the  emission.  Appendix  I of 
Chimney  Heights"  accordingly  allows  for  uncorrected  chimney  heights 
starting  at  16  feet  and  makes  no  provision  for  emissions  of  less  than 
3 lb.  per  hour  of  sulphur  dioxide;  a new  Appendix  VI  gives  final  chimney 
heights  for  small  furnaces  starting  at  25  feet. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936 


As  a result  of  statutory  action,  plans  were  submitted  for  the 
construction  of  chimney  flues  connected  to  premises  housing  a restaurant 
and  dry  cleaning  centre.  Effluvia  from  these  discharged  at  low  level 
with  consequent  complaints  from  the  occupiers  of  offices  above. 

Complaints  are  made,  from  time  to  time,  of  unpleasant  smells  in 
dwelling  houses,  offices  and  shops,  which  the  occupants  are  unable  to 
trace.  These  have  frequently  been  due  to  overheating  of  plastic  lamp- 
shades or  electrical  fittings  which,  under  these  conditions  exude  a 
fishy  smell.  Elimination  of  excessive  heat  invariably  cures  the  trouble. 

A claim  was  submitted  and  approved  for  compensation  in  respect  of 
bedding  and  clothing  destroyed,  belonging  to  a lorry  driver  who  contracted 
anthrax  in  the  course  of  his  employment  at  a knacker's  yard. 

Swimming  Pool 


The  results  of  26  bacteriological  samples  of  water  taken  from  the 
new  200,000  gallon  pool  were  satisfactory. 

Pigeon  Control 

Over  the  past  few  years  this  has  been  successful  with  consequent 
reduction  of  nuisances  and  damage  to  buildings.  This  year  partly  due  to 
absence  of  flocks  and  dispersal  of  remaining  pigeons  and  the  difficulty 
experienced  in  finding  suitable  trapping  sites,  only  nine  pigeons  were 
accounted  for. 

In  addition  to  the  department's  efforts  however  there  is  no  reason 
why  occupiers  of  property  should  not  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of 
commercial  pest  control  companies,  who  now  specialise  in  this  field. 

The  practice  of  coating  ledges  etc.  with  jelly-like  compounds  to 
discourage  pigeons  roosting  appears  to  me  to  be  of  doubtful  value.  It  is 
expensive,  effective  for  a limited  period  only  and  does  nothing  to  reduce 
the  pigeon  population  who  move  to  adjacent  unprotected  buildings  that 
have  hitherto  been  free. 

Camping  Sites  and  moveable  dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  in  the  City.  One  showman's  site  is  in 
use,  mainly  in  the  winter  months. 

Offensive  Trades  • 

No  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year  from  offensive  trades. 
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Shops  Act,  1950 


Inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  and  when  inspections 
are  made  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  guidance 
is  given  to  shopkeepers  and  queries  answered  on  problems  arising 
on  the  administration  of  this  Act.
